S HE'S COMMANDED armies and 
dragons. She’s sparred with 
slave masters and horse lords. 
But what Emilia Clarke had to 
do on the Game of Thrones set 
last October left her unusually nervous: sit 
and have a polite conversation. Sound simple? 
Not when the other actor is Clarke’s Emmy- 
winning costar Peter Dinklage. It was the 
first time they’d shared a scene, and it played 
out on set like a charmingly awkward date. 
“I’m like, ‘Oh, my goodness. I’m talking to that 
dude on my telly’ ” Clarke says. “This is huge.” 

Huge is right: Having Dinklage’s Tyrion 
Bannister meet Clarke’s Daenerys Targaryen 
stunned fans, who were universally enthu- 
siastic (for once!) about the showrunners 
making a narrative move not yet found in 
George R.R. Martin’s novels. After the duo 
nailed the scene, we talked about their new- 
found onscreen partnership. 



"Tyrion wants the same experience he 
had [advising] Jeffrey, but with a 
qualified person— that's what [Dany] is. 
He's realizing she's a perfect 
combination for him," Dinklage says. 


So how's it going so far? 
PETER DINKLAGE Where are 
the dragons?! Where do they 
keep them?! 

EMILIA CLARKE It's alllll right. It 
could be better, could be 
worse... No, it's f— ing awe- 
some! Brilliant day, lovely. 
DINKLAGE I'm having a 
fantastic time. You have these 
grand battle scenes with 
1,000 extras, but always my 
favorite scenes on this 
show are the one-to-ones, 
especially working with a per- 
son that I've known for five 
years but never got a chance 
to get in the ring with. 

CLARKE We've been awards- 
ceremony buddies. We're 
press-day buddies. But this is 
it. It's just so wonderful. I'm 
not killing someone. I'm not 
shouting. I'm not speaking 
Valyrian. We're having a dis- 
cussion. It's a healthy intellec- 
tual debate, which is a joy. 
What was your reaction 
when you got the episode 7 
script and realized Tyrion 
and Dany were meeting? 
CLARKE I was just flipping 
along, reading, reading— 
"WHAT!?" [Mock-hyperventi- 
lates] And then at the end of 


the episode there was a break 
and I was like, "Why don't 
you send me the next script? I 
want to know what happens." 
DINKLAGE I knew it had to 
happen. I'd heard from 
[showrunners David Benioff 
and Dan Weiss] that it was 
inevitable. 

CLARKE Ah, he got the inside. 
What's each of your favorite 
scenes that the other person 
has done on the show? 

DINKLAGE I think it's Emilia 
watching her brother 
die as Khal Drogo killed him 
in season 1. What Emilia 
did there was so f— ing— 
CLARKE Mean. 

DINKLAGE No. It was impres- 
sive— because it wasn't mean. 
It was like, "You are so gone 
to me." If it was mean, it 
wouldn't have been as effec- 
tive. He was gone to you and 
you had this new person in 
your life that for some 
weird, crazy reason you were 
starting to fall in love with. 
That's what's so cool about 
this show. Relationships can 
start horribly and then grow 
into love, or vice versa. 

She's amazing because that's 
very tricky to do, because 


you could [act like] "F— you, 
brother, you deserve it," or 
go, "He doesn't deserve that," 
but [her performance] was 
neither. It was this in-between 
place that was so terrifying. 
We first really started 
to see the dragon queen in 
that moment. 

DINKLAGE Yeah, her transfor- 
mation in season 1 was 
just incredible. [To Emilia] 
Your turn. 

CLARKE Yeah, thanks. 

My goodness... 

DINKLAGE I mean that. I've 
always been meaning to 
tell you that and I don't think 
I ever have. 

CLARKE Well, Peter always 
consistently brings some- 
thing that you're not expect- 
ing to a scene, and always 
brings it to a different place 
and lightens it. 

DINKLAGE Specifics, please. 
Thank you, Peter. 

CLARKE Specifics! Well, so you 


come to expect this incredible, 
funny, touching performance. 
And then when Tyrion was 
in prison last season, you 
suddenly had this ability to 
show what Tyrion usually tries 
to do— protect himself by 
making light of the moment— 
and then you were just 
there, this broken soul, and 
my heart just bled for you. 
DINKLAGE [Our characters 
are] good people. 

CLARKE Yeah, right? 

DINKLAGE It's nice to play that. 
They do terrible things 
but they're good people, and 
that's maybe why people 
respond to these characters. 
CLARKE But you always 
want Peter to win— in every 
scene. That's why doing 
this scene was really hard, 
because I'm like, "Damn it!" 
Now that they've met, 
what can Tyrion and Dany 
learn from each other? 
CLARKE I think Dany could

learn how to get what she 
wants from Tyrion. Also, I 
think Dany could learn how to 
crack a joke, maybe. She 
could learn to stop taking 
things so seriously and stop 
just gazing into the distance 
at some point. 

DINKLAGE Tyrion could learn 
how to be a leader. I don't 
think he's good at that. He's 
smart, but it's always in 
someone else's ear. I don't 
know if he's well suited for 
leadership. He wants the 
same experience he had 
[advising] Jeffrey, but with a 
qualified person— and that's 
what she is. He's slowly 
realizing that she's a perfect 
combination for him. 

Since neither of you knows 
what happens to your 
characters, which do you 
think will survive longer? 
DINKLAGE I think it's going to 
be like, [quickly] you-go-l-go. 


CLARKE Like lemmings. 

We just jump off a cliff like 
Thelma and Louise. Or we 
just kill each other. That'd be 
amazing. 

DINKLAGE I'm kind of serious. I 
think we'll go out in a blaze of 
glory— boom, boom, Bonnie 
and Clyde. 

CLARKE Or he just doesn't 
die— that's the other logic. 
DINKLAGE If we do die, I just 
hope it's dramatic and crazy. 
CLARKE Hells, yeah. 

I think that's a given. 

CLARKE What if you read the 
script and it was like, "He 
died in the night..." 

DINKLAGE Cut to: "Fifty years 
from now... [Old man vo/'ce] 
'Got my tablets?!"' 

CLARKE Then he tripped over 
a twig... 

DINKLAGE That's how I want to 
go in life, but I don't think 
that's how Tyrion's going to 
go— if he goes. 



Saying Goodbye to Season 5 


HBO's official de- 
scription of Game of 
Thrones' season 5 
finale is a master- 
piece of extreme 
understatement: 
"Stannis marches. 
Dany is surrounded 
by strangers. Jon is 
challenged. Cersei 
seeks forgiveness." 
A more accurate 
description might 
be: "Twitter is going 
to explode on Sunday 
because every char- 
acter could suffer a 
horrible fate as the 
series shifts into 


perilous double- 
jeopardy overdrive 
with every story line 
rocked by a major 
shake-up." Expect 
that Daeneryswill 
preside over the 
opening of the 
Meereen fighting 
pits as Thrones has 
its epic Gladiator 
moment, that 
Cersei's downfall 
will add another 
shock to the show's 
list of most notori- 
ous scenes, that 
Sanaa's relationship 
with Ramsay will 


take a new turn, 
and that Brienne 
will finally have 
something to do 
this season other 
than wait around in 
the snow. It's not 
just the last scene 
you have to worry 
about this year— it's 
the whole hour, as 
Thrones reaches 
the end of author 
George R.R. Martin's 
published material 
and finally leaves its 
audience wonder- 
ing: What now?

Break the Internet, Caitlyn 
Jenner. The Olympic gold 
medalist appears on the 
July cover of Vanity Fair, 
debuting her new appear- 
ance as a woman. After 
the image was revealed, the 
official @Caitlyn_Jenner 
Twitter account reached one 
million followers in just 
over four hours, breaking a 
record formerly held by 
President Obama. By the 
next day, she had 2.2 million 
fans and countless celebrity 
well-wishers— including 
Mr. President himself. So 
now that we know her new 
name, what else have we 
learned about the most 
talked-about transgender 
woman in the world? 


^ How did she choose 
her name? 

In an interview with Diane 
Sawyer in April, Jenner stayed 
coy about her new name. 
Publicly, she was still going by 
"Bruce" and wasn't ready to 
reveal it. But insiders told 
People that Jenner has known 
for years that she wanted to 
go by "Caitlyn." "The name 
[Caitlyn] is what he always 
loved when he thought about 
this [female] part of his life," 
a source told People. Jenner 
told Vanity Fair's Buzz Bissinger 
that she began the search 
for a new name at least two 
years ago— at one point 
considering "Heather" or 
"Cathy," but that "Caitlyn" 
"always stuck out prominently." 


'¥‘ What is the proper way to 
refer to Caitlyn Jenner? 

It is no longer appropriate to 
refer to Jenner as "Bruce 
Jenner." "She has changed it, 
and should be accorded the 
same respect received by any- 
one who has changed their 
name," according to GLAAD. It 
is also proper etiquette to use 
female pronouns when referring 
to her. Still, Jenner's daughter 
Cassandra told People that she 
still calls Jenner "Dad." 

^ What will Caitlyn's new 
docuseries, airing on E! this 
summer, focus on? 

The eight-part series, bowing 
July 26, will be called / Am 
Cait. "The show is not about 
Bruce," according to an insider. 
"She is extremely excited 
about documenting all of it 
and showing everyone her 
new life. She hopes it will help 
change people's perspectives." 

>■ Will Caitlyn be addressed 
on Keeping Up With the 
Kardashians? 

In the May 31 episode, Kris 
Jenner talked about providing 
support for Kylie and Kendall 
Jenner. "I know [the transition] 
must be really difficult for 
the kids," she said.

The Next 
Best-Seller? 

The publishing indus- 
try is already bracing 
itself for a Caitlyn 
Jenner memoir— but 
just how big a deal 
could the book be?

"It could be worth 12 
to 15 million dollars." 

WHY IS IT WORTH

"The book is going 
to be a mega best- 
seller," Battaglia says. 
"It has the ability to 
remain on the list for 
a significant period 
of time." 

WHEN SHOULD IT 
BE RELEASED? 

Jennifer Robinson, 
publicity director of 
Gallery Books, sug- 
gests waiting a year 
before publishing. 

"I just feel like now, 
there's so much, 
because you have the 
Diane Sawyer [inter- 
view], and you have 
Vanity Fair, and you 
have the reality show," 
she says. "But if [the 
book] was a chronicle 
of the first year, that 
would be fascinating."

Mary Ellen Mark, who died on May 
25 in Manhattan at the age of 75, 
saw the world through a unique 
lens. Eler oompassionate blaok- 
and-white photo essays oaptured 
the raw vulnerabilities of Amerioan 
life, and her series on homeless 
teens from Seattle in the '80s 
even led to the Aoademy Award- 
nominated 1984 dooumentary 
Streetwise.

TRACY MORGAN'S ROAD TO RECOVERY 

The comedian opens up about the 2014 car accident that almost took his life, 
the slow journey back to health, and what's next for his career, -keisha hatchett 


It's been a year since a 
Walmart tractor-trailer 
rear-ended Tracy 
Morgan's limo bus on 
the New Jersey Turn- 
pike, seriously injuring 
the actor and killing 
his friend James 
McNair. On June 1, 
Morgan made his first 
public appearance 
since the accident, 
speaking with Matt 
Lauer on NBC's Today 


show. The interview 
came less than a week 
after Morgan and 
Walmart settled a 
lawsuit, and Morgan 
thanked the company 
on air for taking 
"full responsibility." 
Following the tearful 
appearance, he sat 
down with EW sister 
publication People to 
discuss his next steps. 
"When you are in a 


coma for two weeks 
and a wheelchair for 
five months, you see 
life in a different way," 
he says. "So I try not 
to take the simple 
things for granted." 

The actor— who 
suffered broken 
bones and brain 
trauma and has had 
to learn how to walk 
again— has vowed to 
return to comedy. 


though he's currently 
in no rush. (He is, 
however, in a rush to 
marry his girlfriend, 
Megan; they're 
planning an August 
wedding.)

Rebooting a Lost Piece 
Of Star Wars History 

Thirty-five years after his short Black Angel played in theaters ahead 
of The Empire Strikes Back, Roger Christian is finally turning his passion 
project into a feature-length film. -Anthony breznican 


® An obscure 
legend. A lost 
artifact. A man 
fulfilling a life- 
long quest. In the broad 
strokes, the true story 
behind the 1980 short film 
Black Angel has a lot in 
common with the sword- 
and-sorcery tale's fictional 
narrative— except the 
real-life version involves 
YouTube and crowd- 
sourced financing. 

Here's the backstory: 
Thirty-five years ago, 

Roger Christian, the Oscar- 
winning Star Wars set 
decorator, made a short 
film about a medieval 
knight facing down a ghost- 
like foe to free a damsel 
in distress. Black Angel had 
the George Lucas seal 
of approval, and it played 
ahead of The Empire 
Strikes Back overseas. 


where movies still had 
opening acts. Years later, 
the negative for Black 
Angel was lost, and rather 
than release a substandard 
version to home video, 
Christian let it drift away in 
a haze of mystery. 

A clean print was found 
years ago, but the largely 
forgotten film didn't cause 
a stir until it was uploaded 
to YouTube last month. 

Now that it's been rediscov- 
ered, Christian is planning a 
feature-length remake. 

"This is my dream proj- 
ect, and I could never get it 
made," says Christian, who 
also art-directed Alien and 
Monty Python's Life of Brian. 
Now, because of the online 
cult fandom surrounding 
Black Angel, he's working 
with a $15 million budget 
to make a full-length 
version, with Rutger Hauer 


(Blade Runner), John 
Rhys-Davies (The Lord of 
the Rings), and Laura 
Weissbecker (Chinese 
Zodiac) set to star. This 
week, Christian launched 
an Indiegogo campaign to 
raise $100,000. Fans can 
pay for a chance to be an 
extra in the film, the goal 
being to stoke interest as 
much as pad the budget. 

The Empire Strikes Back 
connection certainly helps. 
This December's Star Wars: 
The Force Awakens has 
reignited passion for every- 
thing connected to the 
original trilogy. Even 
Christian gets swept up. "I 
feel like Luke staring at the 
twin suns, and there's your 
destiny," he says. "You have 
to take it or not— the 
same as Arthur pulling the 
sword out. I reckon I'd pull 
the sword out."

^ WHAT irs ABOUT 

NOTHING. Well, at least that was the idea. In 
1988, Jerry Seinfeld and fellow comedian Larry 
David came up with a novel premise for a sit- 
com: A stand-up and his friends riff on every- 
day topics. NBC bought it, and Seinfeld quietly 
debuted its pilot in the summer of 1989. 

Nearly a year would pass before additional epi- 
sodes aired, and the first-year ratings were 
bleak (it was regularly bested by Jake and the 
Fatman). But the network gave Seinfeld time to 
find its footing, and even when the series 
became a massive hit, it more or less stuck to 
its “nothing” approach. Seinfeld played a ver- 
sion of himself, a comedian constantly amused 
by his dysfunctional friends, particularly 
George Costanza (Jason Alexander), a neu- 
rotic easily triggered into fits of rage; Elaine 
Benes (Julia Louis-Dreyfus), a seemingly put- 
together career woman who racks up bad 
boyfriends and can unravel over a square of 
toilet paper; and Cosmo Kramer (Michael 
Richards), Jeriy’s wild-haired neighbor who’s 
always good for a grand entrance and a waclg^ 
C plot. Despite the series’ pervasiveness in 
the mainstream — “Serenity now!” and dozens 
of catchphrases went the ’90s version of viral; 
the series won 10 Emmys — Seinfeld was thor- 
oughly transgressive, always staying funny 
while appealing to our most cynical selves. 
Not that there’s anything wrong with that.

During its brief introductory 
four-episode run in the 
summer of 1990, TV critic 
Ken Tucker urged EW 
readers to give Seinfeld

isn't laugh-out-loud funny, but it's one of the 
most amiable shows on the air." While Tucker 
saw potential in NBC's show about nothing, 
he couldn't predict the popularity of Kramer, 
who would become the series' breakout 
character (and win Michael Richards three 
Emmys).

It was my first big hit. I had the 
idea of doing a sexy song. I told 
Donna, "If you ever have an idea 
for some great lyrics, just tell 
me and we'll do something." She 
came back and she said, "How 
about, 'Ooh, love to love you, 
baby'?" One day [Casablanca 
label chief] Neil Bogart asked me 
to extend it, so I needed Donna 
to do a little more moaning. 

She didn't do a great job at the 
beginning. She was very shy. So I 
threw everybody out of the studio 
and I took down the lights and 
she did it in a matter of 10 minutes. 

BLONDIE 

"Call Me" 1980

Okay, so what smells like cotton soaked in Bud Light? Why it's Ted of course! 
No matter where you look, you'd be hard-pressed to find such a small bundle 
of hilariously bad behavior as the bong-clearing, beer-swilling Boston baked 
bear whose first cinematic outing wound up as one of the highest-grossing 
R-rated comedies of all time. "I really do think that it's just as simple as cute, 
fuzzy things behaving badly is appealing to all audiences," says director Seth 
MacFarlane, 41, of his star's animal magnetism. "There's something inherently 
funny about that.. .something that looks small and adorable behaving in an 
inappropriate fashion." 1 There's no question that inappropriate is what Mac- 
Farlane does best— he's made it a centerpiece philosophy of his career— but 
the director is quick to point out that it wasn't until he teamed up with Ted that 
Flollywood took him seriously for something other than animation, which is why 
the Family Guy creator was eager to work with him again: "Ted 1 was certainly 
an important film for me because it was my first outing into the world of live- 
action features. It was a big determining factor in whether I could make that 
leap. So I was happy and relieved when it did the numbers that it did." Which 
is a long way of saying that this time around MacFarlane gets to ask even more 
of his marquee talent. "The budget is higher [on the sequel] so we can put 
more Ted in the movie." 1 1t's a lot of pressure to put on one bear, however, and 
the challenges that come with mounting a comedy for a second go-round 
aren't lost on anybody. "The trap that you fall into with a comedy sequel is 
that you're making the same movie two times," MacFarlane says. "We wanted 
to make sure this story was completely new." In the sequel, Ted sets out on a 
quest to legally prove his personhood so he can be a father with his new 
wife, Tami-Lynn (Jessica Barth)— with best bud John Bennett (Mark Wahiberg) 
once again serving as co-pilot for the lewdness-laden adventures.

"Everything that 
happens in Fear the Walking 
Dead is in the same universe 
as The Walking Dead," says 
Kirkman. "So anything they 
see in the early days is defi- 
nitely something that was 
happening in the past of the 
other show. These two shows 
are very intertwined in the 
same world, even if their char- 
acters aren't necessarily 
going to interact because of 
geographical distances. So 
you are going to get to see 
that the characters learn that 
they're all infected in a much 
different way. But all the rules 
do apply and are the same.

I've seen half, and I've read all of 
it.

Assum- 
ing NBC orders 
another round, the 
story will come to 
another fork in the 
road: Either Fuller is

Right now it’s easier to find a realistic 
dragon on television than it is a believable 
hacker. Since the ’90s, the bespectacled 
computer whizzes have been a TV staple, 
available whenever a password needed 
cracking or a file required decrypting. 
But as hacking scandals like Sony’s mas- 
sive digital break-in continue to make 
headlines, isn’t it time for pop culture’s 
cybercriminals to grow up? 

Mr. Robot creator and executive pro- 
ducer Sam Esmail thinks so. His new 
show follows Elliot Alderson (Rami 
Malek), a do-good hacker hero with a 
morphine habit who works at a cyber- 
security firm protecting major corpora- 
tions during the day, but then teams up 
with the Anonymous-like collective 
known as fsociety and its mysterious 
leader, the title character played by 
Christian Slater, on the side. “As much as 
I love Hackers for being fun-bad, it’s not

enlisted expert Michael Bazzell, who has worked with the FBI's 
cyber task force, to make things as technologically correct as 
possible. Bazzell advised on everything from how long it would 
take to crack a password to whether a piece of code was accu- 
rate. "It's to the point where if there's any computer script 
on the screen, it's accurate," Bazzell says.

“With 
minor exception, [onscreen hackers] 
have been pretty much a fail to me.” 
Those frustrations — plus the recent 
media-fueled social upheaval in Egypt — 
served as Esmail’s inspirations for the 
corporation-toppling operations that 
Elliot and fsociety pull off together. 
And while the hacks are dramatically 
heightened, they’re also entirely based 
on real technology. 

Esmail’s intent to create a dark, fast- 
paced hacker drama is apparent as the 
cameras roll in New York City’s Silvercup 
Studios, where the production crew has 
meticulously re-created a Coney Island 
arcade and the Chinatown apartment 


building where Elliot lives. Watching a 
scene play out on the monitors, the most 
noticeable difference between fact and 
fiction is Malek, who plays Elliot as a 
fiery (but well-intentioned) near- 
sociopathic genius. Malek’s wide-eyed 
intensity on camera gives way to a fun- 
nier, quieter wide-eyed intensity in 
between takes, where the mood gets 
much lighter. Malek and Slater’s camara- 
derie is obvious as they run through the 
lines, joking between serious dramatic 
moments like old friends. “We just con- 
nect with each other,” Malek says. “It 
sounds crazy. You can have this dynamic 
with your female love interest, but I have 
it Avith Christian Slater.” 

The feeling is mutual for Slater, who 
comes to Mr Robot as a vet of film and a 
string of recent series, and appreciates 
the higher-than-expected level of free- 
dom that cable has given him and Malek. 
“There’s a lot more room to improvise 
and come up with things, a looser atmo- 
sphere,” Slater says, before celebrating 
his freedom to use the F-word for the 
online-only cut. “It’s bliss.” Meanwhile, 
Malek is busy insisting that the power his 
genius character has is far scarier than 
your typical gunslinging hero. “Elliot can 
do a Sony hack,” Malek says, adding, “He 
can do an Entertainment Weekly hack.”

I T'S TAKEN Hollywood a while to figure out what to 
do with Melissa McCarthy. Maybe that’s because of 
sexism or maybe it’s just old-fashioned cluelessness, 
which, come to think of it, may amount to the same 
thing. Either way, the answer’s been obvious all along: 
Put the woman in any damn thing she pleases. She’s that good. 
Since the riff-happy whirling dervish broke out in 20irs Brides- 
maids, she’s been in some good movies and some less-good ones. 
But she’s always stood out in a sea of cinematic sameness. 
McCarthy’s mind just seems to race in a faster gear than her 
costars’, allowing her to blast off arias of profane put-downs with 
such speed and demented originality that her mouth practically 
shoots sparks. As a physical comedian, she possesses the great- 
est gift of all: She’s totally unafraid of looking stupid. 


McCarthy’s latest film, Spy, reunites the 
actress Avith her patron saint Paul Feig {Brides- 
maids, The Heat), and the duo have finally come 
up with a role that feels richer than a sketch- 
comedy premise. McCarthy plays Susan Cooper, 
an unassuming, unassertive CIA desk jockey 
who, from a rat-infested basement deep in the 
bowels of Langley, guides the agency’s top spies 
on their license-to-kill missions via an earpiece. 
One of these suave American 007s is played 
by Jude Law, who despite his flair with a pistol 
and a glass of pinot noir is oblivious to the fact 
that Cooper harbors a not-so-secret crush on 
him. Then, during an assignment to take out a 
Bulgarian villain with a rogue nuke, he’s killed. 
And the bad guy’s sneeringly bitchy daughter, 
Rayna (Rose Byrne, quickly becoming comedy’s 
most valuable foil), claims to know the identi- 
ties of all of the CIA’s covert spies, including a 
blowhard played by Jason Statham, who has 
a blast skewering his Cockney tough-guy per- 
sona. To cut to the chase, the agency needs an 
unknown operative to take down Rayna. Enter 
McCarthy in a parade of dumpy disguises and 
homely cat-lady wigs. 

Cooper turns out to be deceptively lethal in 
the field, not only kicking Euro-goon ass but 
barking so many hilarious insults — the best of 
which are far too filthy to print — you’ll wonder 
how many were in Feig’s script and how many 
McCarthy’s dizzyingly dirty mind hatched on 
the spot, especially during her venomous 
verbal cutting contests with Byrne and her 
scenes with an insatiably horny Italian agent 
(Peter Serafinowicz). Still, Spy isn’t without a 
few rough spots. The recurring 50 Cent cameo 
isn’t as funny as the movie seems to think it is. 
The frantic pace of the film’s first half goes a 
little slack in the second as it gets more action- 
centric (not exactly Feig’s specialty). And while 
I get that part of McCarthy’s shtick is beating 
others to the punch of how she’s not what a 
typical leading lady looks like. I’m beginning to 
wish she didn’t feel the need to anymore. With 
the run she’s been on, she’s earned that much. 
Honestly, though, she can do whatever she 
wants at this point. Just as long as she works as 
much as possible. After all, who else is going to 
show the boys how it’s done? B+

WE DON'T NEED movies to tell us war is hell. But at their best, they human- 
ize its unfathomable losses in a way that history books never quite can. Alicia 
Vikander {ExMachina) stars as real-life memoirist Vera Brittain, a privileged 
young Englishwoman whose idyllic world is shattered by the onset of WWI. 
A blossoming feminist with writerly ambitions, she abandons a hard-won 
spot at Oxford to follow her brother and his friends (including the aspiring 
poet Roland, played by Game of Thrones’ Kit Harington) into combat the only 
way she can: by becoming a battlefield nurse. 

Director James Kent gives early scenes a paradise-lost glow, undoubtedly 
to draw extra contrast to the filth and gore of the front lines. And though it’s 
all beautifully shot, the film’s best visual asset is Swedish actress Vikander. 
Not just because she’s gorgeous — outfitted in creamy pinks and blues and 
maroons, she looks like a long-stemmed peony — but because she lets every 
nuance play across her endlessly expressive face: love, fear, anger, heart- 
break. Lost youth is easy to idealize; her testament makes it feel true. A-

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There's Something About Lin Shaye 

The 71-year-old actress and FarreUy brothers favorite finally hits the big time with Insidious: Chapter 3. -clark collis 



ACTRESS LIN SHAYE is a horror vet- 
eran whose credits include Wes Craven’s 
original A Nightmare on Elm Street and 
2006’s Snakes on a Plane. But even she 
got the heebie-j eebies aft er perusing the 
script for the 2011 supernatural thriller 
Insidious. “It scared the daylights out of 
me,” says Shaye, 71. “When I finished it, 
I locked it in the closet.” The actress 
overcame her fears to play the support- 
ing role of a ghost-battling medium 
named Elise Rainier in the James Wan- 
directed Insidious, which cost a mere 
$1.5 mi l lion to make but grossed $54 mil- 
lion, and again in the 2013 sequel, which 
earned $84 million. Shaye returns to the 
role of Elise ior Insidious: Chapter 3{o\xi 
June 5), but for this prequel, directed by 
franchise scribe Leigh Whannell, the 
actress has been elevated to colead 
status opposite Stefanie Scott, who 
plays a haunted teen. “Elise has become 
badass,” says Shaye. 

The road to summer-movie hero has 
been a long one for the Detroit-raised 
actress who first appeared on the big 


screen playing a prostitute in the 1975 
period decdimdi Hester Street. “I invited 
my parents to come to New York to the 
screening,” she says. “In the credits it 
said ‘Lin Shaye — whore.’ My mother 
stood up, walked into the bathroom, 
and threw up.” 

Prior to Insidious, Shaye was best 
knoAvn for her appearances in Farrelly 
brothers comedies, starting with the 
small role of Mrs. Neugeboren in the 
siblings’ debut, 1994’s Dumb and 
Dumber. That film was made by New 
Line Cinema, the company founded by 
the actress’ older brother Bob, and 
Shaye admits the family connection 
helped her get a foot in the door. “My 
brother said, ‘Put my sister in your 
movie!’ ” she explains. “He said that to 
Wes Craven, too, on Nightmare on Elm 
Street.” But Shaye argues nepotism 
only got her so far. “If you f— ed it up, 
then you’re done,” she says. “I didn’t.” 
The Farrellys subsequently cast her as 
Woody Harrelson’s grotesque landlady 
in Kingpin and, most memorably, as 


Cameron Diaz’s overly tanned friend 
Magda in There’s Something About 
Mary. “The Farrellys said, ‘We want 
her to look like an old leather bag,’ ” 
recalls Shaye. “It was four hours every 
time they put on the makeup.” 

Shaye first worked with Insidious 
franchise overlords Wan and Whannell 
in 2008 on a short film called Doggie 
Heaven. “James was a fan of a little film 
I did called Dead End with Ray Wise,” 
recalls Shaye. “He said, ‘We’re doing a 
[short] for an Xbox release.’ I didn’t 
even know what that meant, to be hon- 
est.” Shaye’s befuddlement is under- 
standable, given that she is a few 
decades older than the average video- 
game player. Indeed, while EW maybe 
rude to point it out, as a woman who is 
also of a certain age, Shaye is a double 
rarity for a franchise lead. “It’s not rude 
at all,” says Shaye. “I mean, how cool is 
that? I joke that most women my age 
are ordering lime Jell-0 for lunch at the 
home. I love being an older action hero. 
And I still look good in tights!”

M O ONE COULD ever accuse Sensed of lacking ambition. 

J. Michael Straczynski {Babylon S), who created the 
show with Andy and Lana Wachowski {Cloud Atlas, 
the Matrix trilogy), has described it as “a global story 
told on a planetary scale about human transcendence 
and what it ultimately means to be human in a contemporary 
society.” So, y’know, just your average drama about the mean- 
ing of life. The story begins with the suicide of a “sensate” 
(Daryl Hannah) who can access other people’s minds. Her 
death creates a new group of sensates around the world: a 
Chicago cop (Brian J. Smith), an Icelandic DJ living in London 
(Tuppence Middleton), a Nairobi bus driver (Ami Ameen), 
a Korean businesswoman (Doona Bae), a closeted Mexican 
soap star (Miguel Angel Silvestre), a Mumbai pharmacist (Tina 
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Desai), a Berlin safecracker (Max Riemelt), and a 
San Francisco transgender blogger (Jamie Clayton). 
Suddenly they’re all psychically linked, so when the D J 
performs a set, the cop can hear the music, and when 
the pharmacist attends a banquet, the safecracker 
craves Indian food. There’s also a sensate-hunting 
villain (Terrence Mann) and an oracle (Naveen 
Andrews) who drops cryptic clues to protect the 
sensates — or maybe to help confused viewers. After 
watching the three episodes that Netflix made available 
for press. I’m still not entirely sure what’s going on. 

Senses is the very essence of Too Much. At times 
that’s a good thing — say, when the businesswoman 
suddenly high-kicks her way through an epic martial- 
arts battle, or the pharmacist spins through a flashy, 
Bollywood-style dance number. The Wachowskis are 
visual dazzlers, and they thrive on setting challenges for 
themselves, just to see what 
they can pull off. As the point 
of view shifts among the 
story lines, the show becomes 
a heist thriller, a rom-com, 
and a social-realist drama all 
in one. But when it comes to 
actual storytelling, SenseS is 
often more fun to think about 
than it is to watch. Because 
the plot is divided among 
eight characters, it’s hard to 
O— ’ Runner get too invested in anyone’s 

backstory. By the end of the 
third episode, the only char- 
^ the Cave Bear acters who felt like fully 
developed human beings 
rather than Jungian arche- 
types were the Mexican actor 
and the transgender blogger. 

That’s strange, considering 
SenseS's underlying message 
is about empathy. Whoever 
you are and wherever you 
come from, it suggests, we all have the ability to connect 
Avith each other’s feelings. We see the cop bonding Avith 
a kid from the wrong side of the tracks, and we hear 
many different sensates AAU’estling AAdth similar daddy 
issues. Like Cloud Atlas, SenseS wants us to believe that, 
deep doAAm, we’re all the same soul in different fleshy 
shells. And I’d love to believe that’s true, but that idea 
works better in theory than practice. This is a show that 
has the most lofty objective of all — getting people 
around the world to care about one another — and yet it 
struggles AAdth the much simpler goal of making Adewers 
care about the characters. It’s ambitious and passionate 
and very deeply flawed. So maybe it captures what it 
means to be human after all. B-

How Big How Blue How Beautiful 

POP (REPUBLIC)

T hanks to a broken foot suffered 
while performing during Coachella’s 
opening weekend in April, Florence 
Welch has been promoting her third 
album from a new vantage point: 
a seat. It’s a jarring image considering 
Welch tends to indulge in the kind of grand 
physicality (wild arm-flailing, purposeful 
pogoing) that matches the high drama of her 
baroque pop sound. 

But having to perch and belt has ironi- 
cally been the ideal delivery system for the 
songs of How Big How Blue How Beautiful, 
Florence + the Machine’s most raw and 
stripped-down album to date. The fantastical 
imagery of 2011’s Ceremonials has been largely 
replaced by direct confessionals about Welch’s 
heartbreak. And the simple, lovely “Caught” is 
a prime example: Over a clean piano and guitar 
and spare percussion, Welch wavers between 
cooing and bellowing about being “pulled 
apart against my will.” She’s never shied away 
from songs about her love life, but both the joy 
and sorrow onHowBigieel more immediate, 
which in turn make the shifts in sound, subtle 
as they are, all the more intense, especially on 
the morphing “Mother.” 

This is all relative, of course — it’s not like 
Florence has suddenly become a minimalist 
folkie. There are still harps aplenty, and songs 
like “Ship to Wreck” and “Third Eye” pack the 
powerhouse vocal wallop she’s known for. But 
How Big is Welch’s most accomplished album 
yet, primarily because 
she doesn’t rely solely 
on operatics to make 
herself heard. Welch 
may have gone slightly 
smaller with her sound, 
but her emotional depth 
and capacity for wonder 
remain gigantic. A-

I F THE NAME KELSEA GLYNN isn’t on par with 
Katniss Everdeen in your mind, you clearly 
haven’t read The Queen of the Tearling, the mes- 
merizing first novel in Erika Johansen’s Tearling 
series. Please close this magazine and don’t 
reopen it until you’ve secured and finished a copy. 

For the first 19 years of her life, sharp-witted but plain- 
featured Kelsea lived with foster parents in a secluded 
cottage, preparing for the day she’d ascend to the Tear throne. 
When she finally arrives in her kingdom, things aren’t as they 
should be. For years, the Tearling has sent human cargo to 
neighboring Mortmesne as insurance against an invasion. 
With a clear mind, a firm hand, and a bit of uncontrollable 
magic from a pair of sapphires. Queen Kelsea stops the 
shipments — but her problems are just beginning. 

Kelsea’s world is set centuries in the future, but the Tear 
might as well be Victorian England: During a mysterious, 
world-changing event called the Crossing, a chunk of 
America’s population sailed away from the continent for good, 
plunging the country into a sort of Dark Ages. Technology is 
nonexistent; travel is strictly by horseback. Pre-Crossing 
literature like Dickens and Shakespeare is so rare it’s nearly 
consigned to myth. 

The Invasion of the Tearling glides over the sophomore 
slump, carrying the series upward with it. As Kelsea struggles 
to thwart the ageless Red Queen of Mortmesne ’s invasion, she 
learns more about the pre-Crossing world through the 
strange, lucid visions of a wealthy 21st-century American 
named Lily. The new Tearling characters are fascinating, and 
Johansen introduces them so smoothly, we care for them 
almost the instant we learn their 
names. But this book’s greatest 
strength lies in what it finally illumi- 
nates — the shadowy time before the 
Crossing, which Queen of the Tearling 
only alluded to in vague wisps. Existing 
somewhere between The Handmaid’s 
Tale and an episode of Black Mirror, 
pre-Crossing America is a chilling 
security state on the brink of revolt, a 
world you want to explore as much as 
escape, and it brings this fantasy 
series much closer to home.

CAN THERE EVER be too much written about 
the too rich and too thin? Novelists from Edith 
Wharton to Tom Wolfe have happily fed our 
seemingly endless appetite for insight into the 
rarefied world of the one percent. But Wednes- 
day Martin takes it a step further mPrimates of 
Park Avenue, anointing herself a sort of 
intrepid urban explorer — Jane Goodall 
infiltrating New York 
City’s gilded tribe of ruth- 
less, leather-leggings- 
clad Upper East Side 
Mommies by bravely 
becoming one of them. 

A Midwestern trans- 
plant who believes she’s 
mastered Manhattan’s 
social codes after nearly 
two decades, Martin 
moves uptown with her 
husband and toddler to 
escape the “palpable 
sadness” of 9/11 and is 
startled to find that the 
world approximately a 
mile and a half north of her West Village 
town house is “governed by rules, rituals, uni- 
forms, and migration patterns that were 
entirely new to me, and subtended by beliefs, 
ambitions, and cultural practices I had never 
dreamed existed.” 

Armed with honey-blond highlights and a 
Birkin bag in place of binoculars and a pith 
helmet, Martin throws herself headlong into 
the business of both studying and becoming a 
proper Mommy, even as the tribe’s alpha 
members regard her with suspicion and even

outright scorn. She plots, 
she postulates, she parses 
the allure of Lululemon 
stretch pants. Martin’s pose 
throughout Primates is that 
her subjects, Avith their star- 
vation diets, six-figure status 
symbols, and Xanaxed anxi- 
ety, are exotic and often piti- 
able creatures. But at times 
the armchair anthropologist 
doth protest too much: It’s 
clear that her desire to be accepted is more 
than academic, or for her sons’ social benefit. 
The closest the book comes to a sex scene is an 
orgasmic description of that buttery Birkin 
(starting price: $8,000) — which her husband 
pays for, of course; Mommies may have 
advanced degrees and even independent 
means, but they don’t buy their own baubles. 

Martin does admit that she eventually 
becomes “less a participant-observer than a 
participant.” But the book begs for more depth, 
especially when it mentions, then abandons, 
intriguing concepts like stay-at-home wives’ 
“year-end bonuses.” And her repeated use of 
field studies and primatology as a narrative 
lens, while intermittently clever, ultimately 
wears thin — and not the swimming-in-a- 
sample-size kind these ladies strive for. B E
